DAN DAVIDSON, Deputy City Manager, submitted additional facts on the
Federal appropriation for the summer Recreational Support Program which is being
of fered by one of the Agencies of the Federal Government. They had checked with
a representative from the School District, Human Opportunities Corporation, and wit
the Director of Recreation. The program will provide funde up to 84,000 for
supplemental Recreation Programs this summer, from July 15th through August 29th,
1970. The City, to participate, must file the application to administer the pro-
gram.

All recrea-
tional activities could be extended from August 1lth to August 29th. TField trips
to the Matural Science Center, Iake Austin Park and other places could be provided.
